NEW YORK, Deec. 22, 1890.—Some per-
rons lately made charges against Capt,
W. E. Pierce, of the custom-honsze, who
is a Confederate veteran, that he had
boasted while in the employ of the gov-
ernment five years ago of having ill-used
Union soldiers who had come under his

charge.  Comwissioner Roosevelt, of
the civil service commission, came on
here to-day to make an iovestization of
the echarge. Col Floyd Clarksou, com-
mader of the Grand Army of the Re-
pnbtlie, Departmeut of New Yok, con-
duneted the proseention. Commissioner
R osevelt conducted the investigation.
It tock uinety-five minutes to take all
the evidence. Oaptain Pierce was charg-
ed on the authority ef Frank Collier,
formerly «  fellow-clerk of ex Capt.
Picice in tie invoice bureau of the ap-
preiser's department, that he made the
houst that while guarding Union prison-
ers he had stripved many a Union sol-
dier and given bis clothes to his men,
and then langhed “‘to see the d—d Yan-
Kees shiver.”

Collier failed to come forward and
make the charge himself, and after other
witnesses had testified Captain Pierce
took the stand and deunied ever having
made the statements repeated by Col
lier, and said that he bad pever hai any-
thing to do with either Libby or Ander
sonville prisons. The only Union pris-
oners who eame under his attention were
10,000 who passzed through Chaclotte,
N. €, in 1863, on the way to Richmond
to be exchanged, He culisted in the
Eighteenth North Carolina, of Branch’s
brigade, A. P. Hill's corps. He partici-
pated 1n the fighting abount Richmond.
He was gnartermaster afterward, sta-
tioved at Raleigh, *“*And,” said he, *‘I
surrendered when Johnston surrendered
we, aud I haven't done any fighting
since, but 1 am ready to fight again with
my cucmies.” This created general ap-
plause,
“Why didn’t 1deoy the statements
when 1 beard them” be asked Colonel
Clirkson. *Why, Colanel, if I paid any
atteution to the gufl [ hear about the
custom-house I wouldn’t bave time to
do any work. 1 did not pay auy atten-
tion to the charges agaiust me until I
saw thewm in black and white in the col-
umns of the daily press. Then I sent
the eclippings to the commissioner. 1
wrote an official letter to Mr. Collier de-
manding a retraction. I never hearda
from him. I have bere a Union soldier
who came all the way from the moun
tain . of North Careliva to testify in my
defence. I want Capt. Francis J. Menia-
ger called.”
Captain Meninger, of the Fifty-third
New York, said that after the war in
Nortu Carolina he zshot a thief who had
assaulted him. The grand jury tried
twice to indiet him on the plea that he
had shot the man in a politieal quar-
rel. It was Pierce, the foreman of the
grand jury, who had eross-examined the
witnesses so that the bills were dismis-
sed, and *“IL,” said Captain Meninger,
s‘was saved four years of torture io a
penitentiarp, and I was a Republican
and a Union soldier.,” Then the case
was closed.

His Office is Equipped for Issuing the
Papers and Tying The Knots,

When Mr. 8. M. Dunn, the new regis-
ter of deeds went into office, he announne-

ed that he was going to boom the mat-
rimonial market.

He found a lot of
marriage licemses on hand and said he
was going to sell 'em. They were made
to seil.

Well, he has made a terrifying success

of the business. He has not disclosed

the process by which he has worked up
the boom, but he has been issuing from

four to seven of those binding contracts
per day, and yesterday he put ten of

them out on the dazed public. First
thing he knows he will be in a condition
something like that which the school
books say Alexander was in. He will have
married off everyihing in the county,
and will then walk arround whooping
and suifling because there is nothing
else to marry.

Register Dunn has observed that
when a fellow comes in for one of those
indissoluble articles of agreement, he is
generally in an unaccountable hurry—
not 8o unaccountable now either;for some
recent events bave proved that there is
danger in delay—particularly in this
particular buginess. And in order that
everything may be exeecuted with the
least possible delay, he has installed in
bis office Mr. Harry Roberts, Justice of
the Peace, whose special business is to
immediately tie the ‘‘Gorgon” knot for
any fellow whose faith in his girl may
have been made shaky by such events
as above referred to.
